Judge Lochren's Popularity. 


Judge William Lochren, of Minnesota, 


who has succeeded Commissioner of Pen- 
sions Green B, Raum, is one of the most 
popular judges in that state and has 
been on the circuit bench for twelve 
years past. He was first appointed by a 
Republican governor and 
afterwards 


elected in a strong Republican district 
without opposition. lie was a brave 
soldier in the war, where he made as 
good a record as he has upon the bench 
since, ne was one of the 267 men who 
stood in the bloody vortex at Gettys- 
burg and resisted the onslaught of the 
Confederate foe, and he was one of the 
42 who came out unscratched and ans- 
wered at roll-call on the morning of the 
next day. He is beloved by everybody 
in Minneapolis, Jlennepin county, where 
lie lived. A few days ago he was paid a 
high honor by the Legislature of Min- 
nesota; which was unsolicited, unsug- 
gested and spontaneous. When it be- 
came known to the members that Presi- 
dent Cleveland had an idea of appointing 
him to the above responsible position, 
resolutions were offered and passed en- 
dorsing him. Following the resolutions 
came speeches from members of both 
parties praising the judge. Mr. Howard, 
a prominent member of the House and 
a lawyer of Hennepin county, in ad- 
dressing the House said: "As a member 
of the Hennepiu county bar and a Re- 
publican, I can say that Judge Lochren 
has never, to my knowledge, sullied the 
judicial ermine by a partisan decision, 
nor refused equal justice to the poor 
and weak as well as the rich and strong. 
But, sir, while he has, as judge, faith- 
fully served tlie people of Ilennepin 
county and the state of Minnesota, he 
has, as patriot, rendered the people of 
the whole nation a service which can 
never be forgotten as long as the mem- 
ory of Gettysburg shall live. On that 
awful clay, when the fate of this nation 
was trembling in the balance, William 
Lochren had the proud distinction to of- 
fer the greatest sacrifice any man could 
make for his country. The supreme 
moment of the mighty battle had come 
and the scale of victory seemed turning 
to the South. The Union forces under 
Sickles had been beaten and crushed at 
the Peach Orchard and were in the full 
panic of retreat. Unless the march of 
the victors could be stayed until reserves 
arrived to fill the breach the Union lines 
would be shattered, Little Round Top 
taken and Gettysburg lost. But who 
Wits to stop them ? In the midst of the 
panic Hancock saw a handful of men 
who would not retreat. Like a rock 
they stood as the stream of disaster 
(lowed by and around them. It was the 
First Minnesota regiment. With the

quick instinct of a great commander, 
Hancock determined to sacrifice these 
brave men to gain the five minutes to 
bring up his reserves. The order was 
given to charge tlie advancing enemy. 
Every man knew why that order was 
given and that it meant certain death to 
himself. But did they hesitate to obey? 
Not one. One quick glance at earth and 
sky: one last thought of wife and child 
at home, and the column of heroes is 
charging down the slope upon the enemy 
—charging down into the jaws of cer- 
tain death ! Hancock in agony turned 
his head away to avoid the shock. JTo 
need here to recount the awful slaughter 
of that charge. The world knows the 
result. 
The precious moments were 


gained—Gettysburg was saved and the 
wave of rebellion receded never to rise 
again. But, sir, those men did not all 
perish. An inscrutable Providence had 
decreed that a few should live. Some of 
them are among us to-day—Lochren and 
Ileffelfinger and Sherman and Marty 
and others—doing their duty as private 
citizens as simply and faithfully as they 
did it grandly that day under the blaz- 
ing July sun at Gettysburg. And, sir, 
of the heroes who survive that charge 
none stand higher in the love and honor 
of their countrymen than noble Judge 
Lochren, of Minneapolis."

Measured for His Gun. 


A fact which is not generally known 


outside of sporting circles is that a gun- 
ner who seeks to the best work he is cap- 
able of requires to be measured for his 
gun in the same way he would be for his 
suit of clothes.

ised . The bend and cast-off of the gun 


adjusted by means of screws, and the 
points of each are placed in grooves run- 
ning parallel to the line of the butt. 
The length of the butt is also adjusted 
by screws in the heel. The length and 
bend of the stock can in tlu's way be reg- 
ulated to the length of neck and arm of 
the shooter as well as to the various 
special requirements to which his style 
of shooting may give rise.

Strawberry Culture. 


The young strawberry plants should 


be planted before April is over, so as to 
give them an opportunity to become 
firmly established before the dry season 
begins. Those who have not devoted 
much attention to this crop will flnd it 
much easier to produce them than may 
be supposed, and considering the fai'r 
prices obtained in market, and the use 
in the family, it is doubtful if any crop 
gives as large returns for the expense 
incurred as the strawberry, and if well 
cared for the first year, more bushels per 
acre can be obtained than of corn with 
the same labor. 


Make the ground very fine, spreading 


well-rotted manure over the land after 
plowing, and harrowing it in until the 
soil and the manure are well incorpor- 
ated and fine. Make the rows three feet 
apart, or of a width to permit of the use 
of the horse hoe or cultivator, and have 
them perfectly straight, fora little extra 
care in that respect will save labor in the 
summer. Put the plants a foot or eigh- 
teen inches apart in the rows, planting 
the roots deep, and spreading them out, 
firming the earth well around each plant. 
Two men, one to drop the plants, and 
the other to follow and set them in the 
ground, will go over quite a large space 
in one day. Nothing more is then re- 
quired, except to run the cultivator be- 
tween the rows about once a week, so as 
to keep the soil loose, the same as for 
corn. If weeds or grass grow in the 
rows among the plants hoeing may be 
necessary two or three times, but such 
work will be easy if the cultivator is run 
close to the plants, between the rows. 
The main point is to keep down the grass 
and weeds. Later in the season the 
plants will throw out runners and form 
a mat hi the rows, thus protecting them- 
selves partially against weeds. Much of 
the cultivation aud hoeing can be done 
with the ordinary wheel hoes, used by 
baud, which can go very close to the 
plants. 


The variety depends upon the soil. 


The Sharpless is considered excellent on 
heavy soils, while the Belmont and Cres- 
cent are preferred on sandy soils. If on* 
is a beginner he should select some vari- 
ety that is both staminate and pistillate. 
Try new varieties in small lots only, and 
use those that have been tested in your 
section for the main crop. If fertilizers 
are used, ground bone and ashes or bone 
and potash salts should be applied on the 
soil before setting out the plants, and 
nitrate of soda the following spring. 
Where large crop i are grown the harvest- 
ing is-done by employing persons to pick 
the berries, allowing a certain agreed 
price per box. For market the shipping 
quality of the variety is very important, 
and size must not be overlooked, bat for 
family use the favor and amount of 
sugar contained are more essential. 
Young plants only should be used for 
transplanting, which may be known by 
their light-colored roots.

State Legislature. 


Mr. Flannery offered a resolution in 


the House expressing approval of the 
Irish Home Kule bill and sympathizing 
with Mr. Gladstone in his efforts to free 
Ireland, and which was adopted with 
enthusiasm. 


In the Senate Mr. Brown offered a 


substitute for his Road bill, which was 
passed, the most important changes o: 
which are the reduction of the annual 
appropriation from $3,000,000 to $1,000,- 
000, and the extension of its provisions 
so as to include Philadelphia. 


Senator Penrose's bill exempting from 


the payment of mercantile license all 
dealers in merchandise whose annua 
sales are less than *3,000, was defeated 
on third reading. 


Senator Kline's bill, designed to divide 


Luzerne county and create the new 
county of Hazel, was reported negative- 
ly. A bill was introduced by Mr. Baker 
appropriating $25,000 for the erection of 
a monument to General Hancock at 
Norristown. 


The Senate passed finally Thursday its 


own Congressional Apportionment bill, 
•which, outside of Philadelphia and Al- 
legheny counties, is exactly the same as 
the present law, except as to the num- 
bers of some Districts, ours being the 
20th instead of the 19th. An effort was 
made by Mr. Ross to substitute for the 
Republican bill, which is the same as 
that vetoed two years ago by the Gover- 
nor, the bill prepared by Mr. Meek. The 
Democratic bill gave the Republicans 18 
and the Democrats 12 districts. The 
motion to amend was lost, yeas, 15; 
nays, 27. On the final passage of the 
bill the yeas were 27; nays, 15. The 
House has reported a similar bill and, as 
it is a Republican measure, will likely 
pass. 


The following bills passed finally: Pro- 


viding for Assistant District Attorneys 
and fixing their salaries, and decreasing 
the salaries of Auditors and County Sur- 
veyors; House bill allowing each Judge 
*oOO for the expense of clerical assist- 
ance; Senator Markley's bill, providing 
for the election of township treasurers, 
which was defeated Wednesday, and 
again Thursday, was finally passed, 26 
to 3. 


Among the bills passed in the House 
were: Prohibiting the employment of 
telegraph operators handling train orders 
who shall be less than 20 years of age; 
to protect the health and morals of 
minors, under the age of IGyears, and to 
prevent them from gaming or pawning 
goods or the use of tobacco; the Losch 
bill, establishing boards of arbitration to 
settle all questions of wages and other 
matters of variance between capital and 
labor. 


The Governor notified the House that 


he had signed the following bills: a sup- 
plement to the act regulating central 
railroads: rendering women eligible to 
the office of notary public; increasing 
the maximum punishment for murder in 
the second degree to 20 years; appropri- 
ating $«75,000 for the erection of a libra- 
ry building and improvement of the Cap 
itol; to provide for the better protection 
of female patients in transit; and mak- 
ing appropriations for the salaries an<l 
expenses of the Banking Department foi 
the last two vears. 


CLEVELAND WILL START IT.—Presi- 


dent Cleveland will touch off the 
World's fair on May 1, in the presence 
of from 100,000 to 150.000 people. The 
plan to have the opening exercises in a 
small hall has been abandoned, and the 
ceremonies will be held at the east front 
o? the administration building. There- 
was considerable objection to the mas- 
sing of so large a crow d in one portion ot 
the grounds to witness the ceremonies. 
as it was feared that it might ruin the 
lawns and (lower gardens, but these were 
overcome by those who favored an oi>en 
air program. 


A platform will be built just in front 


of the administration building. Tliis 
will be connected with Machinery hall. 
so that President Cleveland will onlj 
have to step to the speaker's chair to 
touch the button. The new plan fur- 
nishes many opportunities for pictur- 
esque effects. It proposes to mass all 
the electric launches, gondolas and other 
water crafts in the basin and in front of 
the administration building. Thousands 
of spectators can get a fine view of the 
platform from the water front. 


FIVE English and one Dutch men-of- 


war arrived and joined the fleet in 
Hampton Roads yesterday. There are 
now 23 vessels collected there, making 
the finest display in the naval history of 
the world. 


THERE were 163 fourth-class postmas- 


ters appointed Saturday, sixty-eight ot 
them to fill vacancies made by removal 
of officiate, fifty-nine of whom had serv- 
ed f oar yean or more. 


CHKISTOPITEK COLVMBCS, Duke of 


Veragua, and descendant of the dis- 
coverer of America, to now the guest of 
Hew York city. He arrived on tin 
iteamjhipNew York, which came into 
port Saturday morning with the national 
flaa; proudly waving. 


Ou Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, April 14, 1893. 


Editor of Compiler: President Cleve- 


land has notified a Senate committee 
that he will send the last nominations 
upon which he wishes immediate action 
to the Senate in afew days, and adjourn- 
ment is looked for next .week, unless 
things take a very unexpected turn. It 
will not lie possible to reach a vote upon 
the cases of the appointed Senators at 
this session. 


No one, not even the Republicans, be- 


lieves that Mr. Ady has any case at all 
in his claim to be legally elected to the 
seat held by Senator Martin, of Kansas, 
but the committee on Privileges and 
Elections reported a resolution authoriz- 
ing an investigation. It is not yet cer- 
tain, however, that it will be made. 


The investigation of the Weather Bu- 


reau has so far been confined to the 
charges against employes of stealing 
from the bureau, which have been more 
than proven by the evidence. The next 
charge to be taken up will be that of 
violating the Civil Service law by em- 
ploying incompetent men at fancy sala- 
ries and promoting others for no better 
reason than that they were favorites of 
some high official or his friends. 


The opposition to the confirmation of 


Mr. Eckles to be Comptroller of Cur- 
rency was evidently confined to Repub- 
lican newspapers. It did not materialize 
in the Senate, as he was promptly eon- 
firmed this week, as he would have been 
last week if somebody had not started a 
silly story about his nomination being 
the result of a clerical error. The nomi- 
nation was not acted upon at the first 
meeting of the Finance committee held 
after it was made because of that story, 
the members of the committee thinking 
it best to wait until the President could 
be seen before reporting upon it. The 
retiring Republican Comptroller thinks 
Mr. Cleveland was wise in nominating a 
good lawyer to the position, as compli- 
cated legal questions are constantly turn- 
ing up for him to decide. 


Secretary Morton smiles at the criti- 


cism fired at him because he abolished 
the sinecure held by the late Mr. 

"I found,"said the 
Secretary, "that Mr. Elaine was drawing 
$2,000 a year for doing nothing, or at 
least nothing that was of the slightest 
value to the Government, and he would 
have had to go all the same even if he 
had been Mr. Cleveland's brother. 
That's all there is to it."

The Secretary will, 
during the review, be quartered upon a 
TJ. S. vessel, in order that he may enjoy 
seeing the shine taken off the foreign 
warships. The President will not go to 
Hampton Roads, but will meet the ves- 
sels in New York, whither they go after 
the programme in Hampton Roads is 
completed, and it may be that he will 
go direct from New York to Chicago, to 
open the World's Fair, before returning 
to Washington, but he hasn't finally de- 
cided about that.

The Senate Adjurns. 


The extraordinary session of the U. 


S. Senate came to an end on Saturday. 
The President having informed the Sen- 
ate that he had no further communica- 
tion for it and after some discussion of 
the proposed investigation against Sena- 
tor Roach the Senate adjourned sine iHe. 
It had been in session six weeks and con- 
firmed all the nominations sent it by the 
President. 


Among the last nominations sent in 


were: William L. Xee, of West Virginia, 
to be principal clerk on private land 
claims in the general land office. In the 
second list was Joseph S. Miller, of West 
Virginia, to be commissioner of internal 
revenue, and John W. Riddle, of Min 
nesota, to be secretary of legation to 
Turkey.

Early Potatoes. 


In selecting seed potatoes for an earl 


crop we do not trust enough to the pota 
toes that naturally mature early, says 
writer in T?k .American Cultivator. H 
says good preparation of the soil an 
good after cultivation are not sufflcien 
to produce an early crop. The Earl 
Rose received its name because of i 
quickness of growing, and a crop shoul 
be realized in from 55 to 65 days. Th 
authority quoted says: "For a potato 
that can be planted in the soil very earl 
in the season, and that will ripen earl 
and yield a good crop, there is none tha 
surpass the Early Ohio. This potat* 
has an abundance of good qualities, an 
its earliness of maturity is not the leas 
The potatoes are large and uniform, an 
a hill pulled up from 45 to 55 days afte 
planting will present a pleasing sigl 
In selecting these seeds, however, it 
quite essential that there should be i 
feeble eyes. When potatoes are plante 
for an early crop, the soil is general' 
cold and damp, and the tendency is fi 
the seed to rot before it sprouts. Th 
will generally be the case unless eac 
piece has strong eyes that are vigorou 
and full of life. 


"Do not plant too early, especial' 


when the soil is thick and heavy. N 
seed can grow much in cold, wet, clam 
my sofl. The seed potato put in sue 
soil will simply remain dormant for 
number of days and have the vitality ii. 
paired by the uncongenial surrounding 
They do not get a good start, and tl 
potatoes are more apt to be small an 
half developed. There is no set tin 
for planting early crops, for too muc 
depends upon the soil and the season 


CARE or BEES.—The bees should b 


looked after the first warm days tha 
come. Open the hives and see tha 
they have food enough to last until the 
can gather honey. Bees that have gon 
so far through the winter are worl 
some trouble and some expense to carr 
them through. While the hives are ope 
look for signs of the bee moth and see 
any colonies are so reduced that it woul 
be well to destroy one of the queens an 
double them up. When tbey are hear 
humming inside the hive or when the 
are seen bringing out dead bees, the 
should be looked after. Have the ne 
hives with top boxes and frames a 
ready before other spring work takes u 
the time. Whether they are allowed t 
swarm naturally or are divided art 
ficially, it is well to be ready for them i 
good season. 


WHEN the results are reported of th 


operations of some succesful dairyma 
it will be found that he used pure-bre 
or grade cows. The scrub has neve 
figured in a record, nor has any farrne 
ever given to the agricultural press hi 
results with such cows. Yet the major 
ity of dairymen will go on the highways 
or on the market, and buy the fres: 
cows without regard to their breediii; 
or quality. 


THERE is no remedy for fowl cholera 


but good results have been obtained bj 
adding a teaspoonful of liquid carboli 
acid to each half-gallon of the drinking 
water. Indigestion is often mistaken 
for cholera. One of the surest indica 
tions of cholera is intense thirst, and tbe 
disease runs its course in a few days 
destroying the majority of its victim 
within Zl hours after the attack. 


THE farmer who grows a little o 


everything may not succeed with somi 
crops, but if overtaken by a season o 
drought, he will not be so liable to losi 
as the farmer who makes a speciality o 
only one or two crops. lie will also 
have a greater variety of farm produce 
for his own use, and will enjoy life on 
the farm better than he who restrict: 
his operations to a single crop. 


THE farmer may be judged by the 


manner in which he keeps his stock and 
by the condition of his manure heap 
The best fanners are more careful of the 
manure than of anything else, and in 
winter they aim to add more wealth to 
the farm, through the manure heap, to 
b* garnered in the summer. 


SMALL farms bring nearer neighbors 


clcser schools, better roads and wider 
experience. The most successful farm- 
ers are those who have educational ad- 
vantages and enjoy facilities that cannot 
be obtained where the population is 
spane. 


A HALT acre devoted to a garden will 


convince the farmer that IIB can make 
at least a good living on a small farm. 
The value of a garden crop should not 
be estimated by the prices which the ar- 
ticles will bring if sold, but by what 
they would cost the farmer if he did not 
have them and had to buy them. 


Do not heap the ground up in beds to 


dry out in the hot summer sun, even if 
your mother did so, and thought that 
the proper way, but dry the ground level, 
with all your vegetabiesin straight rows, 
this year, and I think you will never go 
back to the old way of having a bed for 
every different kind of vegetable, either 
for the looks of the garden or the ease of 
cultivation.—Utoclcman and Fanner.
